Mohrenschildt, in Dallas and others. 

DeKshrenschildt, the first American representative to enter Yugoslavia after World 
War II, contacted a Tarrant County, official in early February of this year and 
asked that he talk to Oswald about his discharge. He identified Oswald as a defector. 
Later, Russian- bom deMohrenschildt and his wife, native of China, were sent on a 
Central American assignment for the State Department. The county official never 
talked with Oswald about the matter after d^lohrenschildt, a geologist, failed to 
locate him by telephone.
